Man jailed for nine-and-a-half years for attacking schoolgirl 

GUILTY OF 
2004 RAPE 


A RAPIST from Banbury was caught 
eight years after attacking an Oxford 
schoolgirl when a routine DNA swab 
for an unrelated matter linked him to 
the crime. 

Daniel Barrett grabbed the 15-year-old girl 
as she walked to school off Barracks Lane, 
East Oxford, in May 2004. 

More than seven years later, Barrett was 
arrested for allegedly harassing his ex-wife 
and a DNA sample was taken. 

When that was uploaded on to the police 
DNA database, the 34-year-old from Bretch 
Hill was linked to the unsolved rape and was 
arrested for it in February this year. 

Barrett was jailed for nine-and-a-half years

at Oxford Crown Court on Friday after admit¬ 
ting one count of rape. 

The original incident took place at about 
9.20am on Monday, May 1 7, 2004, as the 
girl, dressed in her uniform, made her way to 
school. 

Barrett grabbed her from behind, covered 
her mouth and dragged her to a secluded 
area. 

Repeatedly telling her to shut up, Barrett 
also threatened to kill the girl if she told any¬ 
one about what was happening.

Rapist brought to justice 
thanks to DNA evidence

Having tried to kiss the girl, Barrett 
then had sex with her for up to 10 
minutes. 

DNA evidence was taken from 
the girl's mouth at the time and it 
was this that eventually led to her 
attacker's capture. 

Barrett initially told police the 
DNA evidence must be incorrect 
and previously entered a not-guilty 
plea to the charge. 

He was due to stand trial on 
September 24, but changed his plea 
on Friday. 

Speaking after the hearing, inves¬ 
tigating officer Det Insp Kevin 
McGuire said: "I am pleased Barrett 
has finally admitted his appalling 
crime. 

"His decision to plead guilty has 
come late in the day and been 
prompted by the wealth of evidence 
against him. However, it has spared 
the victim the ordeal of having to 
give evidence." 

He added: "This offence has had a 
terrible effect on the victim. 

"At the age of 15, the course of 
her life was permanently altered by 
the actions of Barrett and she still 
lives, day-to-day, with the effects. I 
hope the sentence passed down

today goes some way in helping her 
to move on with the rest of her life, 
knowing that the man who so drasti¬ 
cally affected it is now behind bars 
for a very long time." 

He added: "Today's sentence also 
highlights the benefit of the DNA 
database. 

"Investigations of this nature are 
never closed until the offender is 
caught and brought to justice." 


SPORT England could scupper Banbury 
Academy's bid to sell part of its playing 
field for housing. 

Councillors will tonight be asked to 
approve the plan for 50 homes, along with an 
all-weather pitch and sports hall extension. 

But this will be conditional on Sport 
England removing its objection to the Ruskin 
Road school's plan. 

The former Banbury School said the sell-off 
was vital to pay for the new £750,000 facilities 
and the land was "not formally" used for sport. 

It would go beside homes in the north east 
of the site, near the former Stanbridge Hall and 
Springfield Avenue. 

But Sport England - the Government 
agency responsible for promoting sport - said 
it did not meet its criteria for making an excep¬ 
tion. 

It said it was "not fully convinced" by the 
school's arguments that there would be 
enough playing pitches in Banbury. 

Spokesman Amy Wright said: "Playing 
fields are a key resource for the whole com¬ 
munity and safeguarding sports provision is 
vital if we are to get more people of all ages 
playing and enjoying sport. We are currently 
working with the applicant to resolve our 
objection and ensure the best result for all par¬ 
ties involved." 

A 164-signature petition and six residents' 
letters opposing the plan - which includes 15 
affordable homes - were submitted to 
Cherwell District Council. 

Concerns included extra noise, light, traffic 
and the loss of the field. 

Wykham Place resident Louise O'Neill, 
who said it could already take up to 15 min¬ 
utes for Ruskin Road drivers to get out on to 
Springfield Avenue, said: "This is only going to 
be made considerably worse."

Springfield Avenue resident Claire Hunt 
said it would "reduce the chance of this coun¬ 
try being able to provide future sportsmen and 
women." 

But Banbury Town Council said the all- 
weather pitch would enhance the school's 
sport offer. 

District council housing chiefs said it would 
help meet "extremely high" demand for 
affordable housing. 

The all-weather pitch, with lighting, would 
go on the site of a rugby pitch, which would 
move south-eastwards. 

Changing rooms would be revamped and 
an extension built above the hall for a fitness 
suite. A 13ft climbing wall would be added 
outside. 

Cherwell's recreation and health depart¬ 
ment said, while it would usually object to the 
loss of school fields, the plan would maintain 
facilities. 

Oxfordshire County Council, which is 
responsible for roads, said Springfield Avenue 
junction could cope. 

Cherwell's planning committee will debate 
outline permission tonight. Approval will be 
conditional on Sport England's backing and 
would not imply approval of the 50 homes 
plan. 

Principal Dr Fiona Hammans was not avail¬ 
able for comment, but has previously said the 
school has a surplus of playing field land and 
the loss of Government money for new sport 
facilities meant it had to be sold. 

County councillor Anne Purse said the 
authority must "do all in its power to ensure 
Oxfordshire schools retain their playing and 
sports facilities"

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Arrest made after a suspect is rugby tackled by have-a-go hero 


Jewellery shop robbed

A MEMBER of the public 
"rugby tackled" a suspected 
robber and sat on him until 
police arrived. 

Several men with their heads 
covered struck at Michael Jones 
Jewellers, in Banbury's High 
Street on Tuesday at 10.40am 
and stole expensive watches. 

The men used a hammer dur¬ 
ing the raid and police say they 
fled the scene on motorbikes. 

A passer-by stopped one of 
the suspects and pulled a head¬ 
covering off another, police said. 

A bag containing some or 
possibly all the property from 
the robbery was found at the 
scene. 

Witness John Lucas, 68, of 
Blacklocks Hill, near Banbury, 
said: "I didn't see the robbery, I 
was in a shoe shop, then I heard 
people shouting 'stop him'. 



"There were half-a-dozen 
people chasing a man down the 
High Street, then one man rugby 
tackled him and took him to the 
ground. 

"He was holding him down 
until the police arrived." 

Witnesses also described 
smoke billowing from the jew¬ 
ellers' shop which police con¬ 
firmed was a security device at 
the shop. 

Kay Clark, sales representative 


for the Banbury Cake, said she 
could hear people shouting and 
went to the scene. 

She said: "We could see 
smoke coming out of the jew¬ 
ellers, there was lots and lots of 
smoke. 

"The fire service was there. 

"At the other end of High 
Street there was a crowd of peo¬ 
ple who had stopped someone." 

Det Insp Mike Lynch con¬ 
firmed one man had been arrest¬ 


ed at the scene. He said: "We 
would urge any witnesses, and 
there were many as this was a 
busy shopping street, to contact 
us as a matter of urgency." 

In 2009, four masked robbers 
smashed display cabinets with 
sledgehammers and stole 
£330,000 of watches and jew¬ 
ellery. 

Michael Williams, 31, of 
London, was jailed for more 
than seven years for robbery.

■ Actor featured in films with A-list stars 

Course teaches the 
Hollywood method

A BANBURY-BORN actor who 
has appeared in films with 
Hollywood's A-list is hoping to 
pass on his talent to budding 
Oxford thespians. 

Sam Douglas featured in nearly 
30 films, alongside the likes of Tom 
Cruise, Brad Pitt and Vinnie Jones. 

Born Douglas Waters in 1957, he 
lived in Middleton Cheney but 
moved to Iowa at the age of two 
when his sister married American 
serviceman Don Mills from RAF 
Heyford. 

His family took an ocean liner 
across the Atlantic, arriving after a 
two-week voyage. 

Mr Douglas attended Simpson 
College in Iowa but became an actor 
because, he admitted, he "wasn't 
smart enough for college". He is 
now launching a method acting 
course at the Old Fire Station in 
George Street, Oxford. 

Method acting is a technique 
where performers try to recreate the 
feelings of the character they are try¬ 
ing to portray to make the perform¬ 
ance more authentic.

It can involve adopting their 
habits or staying "in character" 
between performances. 

Well-known actors who use the 
method include Robert De Niro and 
Mickey Rourke. 

Mr Douglas said: "I used to run 
method acting workshops in 
London. I wanted to direct a play but 
I couldn't find any actors I wanted to 
work with. People associate method 
acting with heavy and intense per¬ 
formances but anyone can take part. 

"Method acting is a way to live a 
part. It is the art of living on stage." 

Budding actors taking part in Mr 
Douglas's course will start with a 


number of simple exercises where 
they will react to something in char¬ 
acter. Gradually they will build up 
their performance by adding words 
and then a script. 

Over his career Mr Douglas has 
worked with directors such as Guy 
Ritchie, Luc Besson and Stanley 
Kubrick. 

"I enjoyed working on Perfume 
because it was out of my comfort 
zone, and Snatch was fun because it 
made a big splash," he said. 

"Working with Stanley Kubrick I 
enjoyed. He took hours getting shots 
ready and we did one take in a day." 

But 30 years ago he ended up 
moving back to England, originally 
to Woodstock and then to Oxford. 

"I had had enough of America, of 
New York and Los Angeles," he said, 
"I felt like a fish out of water." 

"There is a lot of incompetence in 
LA from agents and casting people. 
They are afraid to commit and have 
to be told someone is good." 

The 12-week course of four hours 
per week begins on Friday, October 
5, though there is a free meeting on 
Wednesday, September 29, at 1pm.

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Man had axe while

■ MP lost control of car and crashed into toilet 


BANBURY MP Sir Tony 
Baldry lost control of his 
car and crashed it into a 
shop, three other cars 
and a portable toilet. 

Sir Tony had parked 
his black Mercedes car 
in Banbury and said the 
automatic vehicle had 
shot off when he bent 
down to pick up a 
dropped shopping 
ticket. 

Despite the MP trying 
to regain control, the 
car veered through the 
car park, took out a 
portable toilet, went 
over a small drop into a 
neighbouring road and 
then hit a wall of a 
Poundland store. 

It then hit a parked 
van and three stationary 
cars before coming to a 


rest against a concrete 
pillar, a witness said. 

No-one was injured 
in the incident on Friday 
and Sir Tony is 
understood to have 
given a negative breath 
test to police. 

Breath tests are 
standard police 
procedure in crashes. 

Sir Tony said: "It was 
a very scary incident for 
everyone concerned, 
including myself. 

"I tried to stop it. My 
right foot was outside 
the car as the car was 
accelerating. 

"I was seeking to 
avoid hitting anything. 
No-one was injured. 
Those whose cars were 
hit were extremely 
understanding."

A PLAIN-CLOTHES policeman buying food at 
a burger van saw a man wielding an axe. 

Samuel Harvey brought the weapon to the fast- 
food joint in Overthorpe Road, Banbury, as he 
remonstrated with the outlet's owner. 

The 20-year-old was sentenced at Oxford Crown 
Court on Friday, having earlier admitted possessing 
an article with a blade or point. 

Prosecutor Naomi Perry said Harvey, of Bretch 
Hill, Banbury, was seen at about 11.40am on April 
25 by "a police officer in plain clothes who had 
gone to make a purchase at the burger van". 

Both men were "very agitated" and the police¬ 
man noticed Harvey was carrying what was 
described as a tile axe, said to be about the size of 
a hammer. 

Miss Perry said Harvey did not raise it or threaten 
to use it. Harvey fled the scene and was arrested in 
Winchester Close soon afterwards. 

He told police he had gone to see van owner 
Mark Abrahams to collect a £40 debt he was owed. 

Daniel Wright, defending, said his client was a 
hardworking greens keeper at Bicester Country 
Club. 

Recorder Julian Knowles ordered him to carry out 
100 hours' unpaid work and to pay £600 costs.

■ Mum defends bid for a term-time holiday 


SCHOOLS in Oxfordshire need 
to crack down on parents taking 
their children on term-time hol¬ 
idays if they want to improve 
results, it was warned last night. 

Teachers in the county let more 
children off school to go on holidays 
than their counterparts elsewhere. 

Oxford Spires Academy head¬ 
teacher Sue Croft said she believed it 
was particularly important given 
Oxfordshire's poor performance 
educationally. 

Absence figures from the 
Department for Education relating to 
this year's spring term showed 
25,525 half-day sessions were 
marked as authorised absence in 
county primaries for children to go 
on term-time holiday, and a further 
7,251 in secondary schools. 

That is out of 39,890 primary and 
30,730 secondary pupils. 

Mrs Croft said: "There is very clear 
research about the correlation 
between attendance and grades. 

"I think it's one of the key factors.

"It's absolutely crucial to success 
and I think it's important in all years, 
because if a child misses a week, 
they have a gap in their knowledge." 

She said research suggested that 
missing 17 days in a year meant 
dropping one GCSE grade. 

Authorised term-time holidays 
amounted to 11.5 per cent of all 
absence in primaries and 3.2 per 
cent of secondary absence. 

That is above the national aver¬ 
age, where agreed family holiday 
amounts to 7.2 per cent of all pri¬ 
mary absence and 2.3 per cent of 
that in secondary schools. 

Mrs Croft has not authorised a sin¬ 
gle holiday since the school 
replaced Oxford School in January 
2011. She said the only circum¬ 
stances she would do so was where 
parents had a letter from their 
employer saying it was not possible 
to take leave during school holidays. 


Single mum-of-four Kirsty Rose is 
in the process of applying to take her 
children Aiden, six, and Rylie, four, 
out of Bloxham Primary School for a 
week next month. 

She said: "Taking them away in 
holiday time is just so expensive, it's 
just ridiculous. If you take them in 
term-time, sometimes it's as much as 
a quarter of the price." 

In Aiden's first year, she took him 
on holiday for a week at a Haven 
Park during term-time at a cost of 
£150. A trip to the same destination 
during the summer holidays cost her 
£750. 

Miss Rose, who lives in Bloxham 
and is a full-time mother, said: 
"When you've got children at the 
age mine are, I genuinely don't see it 
as an issue if they miss a couple of 
days or a week, because they repeat 
a lot of stuff." 

Although she is going down the 
official route, she said even if per¬ 
mission was refused, she would still 
be taking the children to Weymouth 
next month.

MISSED appointments at 
Oxfordshire's hospitals, including 
Banbury's Horton, are costing 
health bosses more than half a mil¬ 
lion pounds a year. 

There have been a total of 35,175 
missed appointments at the Oxford 
University Hospitals (OUH) NHSTrust in 
the past financial year. 

Each missed appointment at the John 
Radcliffe, Churchill, Nuffield 
Orthopaedic Centre and Horton hospi¬ 
tals costs an average of between £10 and 
£15 in lost time and resources, meaning 
the missed appointments - labelled 'did 
not attends' - cost the trust £527,625. 

The previous year the number of 
appointments missed was 42,957, cost¬ 
ing the trust up to £645,000. 

The trust's director of clinical services, 
Paul Brennan, said: "It is really important 
that people turn up for their agreed 
appointments. 

"Otherwise our nurses and doctors' 
time is wasted, and it means that other 
patients' care may be delayed as a result 
of rescheduling missed appointments." 

The figures have dropped significantly 
since the situation reached crisis point a

decade ago when thousands of patients 
failed to turn up for hospital appoint¬ 
ments in Oxfordshire - costing the NHS 
millions of pounds. 

In 1998, figures for the Oxford and 
Anglia NHS Region showed 9.2 per cent 
of patients failed to turn up for appoint¬ 
ments - a total of 140,000 - costing the 
NHS £19.8m. 

In 2008 the OUH - formerly the 
Oxford Radcliffe Hospital Trust - 
launched a text messaging service to 
remind patients not to miss their 
appointments. 

The text messaging system reminds 
patients two or three days before the 
appointment that they need to attend, or 
to cancel or rebook. 

The hospital said since then it has also 
made patient letters much more specific, 
with contact information and instruc¬ 
tions for changing appointment days and 
times more clearly presented. 

A 'choose and book system' also 
means patients can pick a date which 
suits them.

FORMULA One drivers have 20 or 
so buttons to cope with on their 
steering wheel — but Hyundai 
drivers are catching up fast. 

The new i30's chunky, leather- 
trimmed wheel has no fewer than 13 
controls, looking after everything 
from the hi-fi system and Bluetooth 
telephone, to cruise control and 
speed limiter. 

It is a highly visible and tangible 
reminder of the huge strides made 
by the Korean carmaker in recent 
years. The latest i30 is a completely 
new model, designed, engineered 
and manufactured in Germany, and 
built at at Hyundai's factory in the 
Czech Republic. 

It is well built, smartly trimmed 
and eye-catching. And it needs 
every one of those attributes, as it is 
competing in the most hotly contest¬ 
ed segment of the market. 

Longer, wider and lower than its 
predecessor, the boldy-styled, confi¬ 
dent i30 is priced from about 
£14,500 to £20,800 in a range that 
spans 16 models and four trim lev¬ 
els, Classic, Active, Style and Style 
Nav. The test model came in Active 
trim, which adds the likes of alloy 
wheels, cruise control and rear park¬ 
ing sensors to the standard equip¬ 
ment list, which ranges from 
Bluetooth connectivity with voice 
recognition, front fog lights, LED 


daytime running lights, steering 
wheel audio and phone controls, 
manual air conditioning, and elec¬ 
tric front windows. 

But expansive as the standard 
specification is, it is the technology 
under the bonnet that makes some 
of the most impressive reading. 

The 110 horsepower diesel 
engine fitted in the test car offers 
potential 70mpg consumption, 
while recording a CO 2 level of just 
97g/km if narrower 15-inch wheels 
are fitted. This is most attractive for 
company car drivers anxious to keep 
tax bills to a minimum, but for fam¬ 
ily motorists it also means the possi¬ 
bility of driving from Land's End to 
John O'Groats without stopping to 
fill up. Long distance travel is meat 
and drink to this five-seater family 
car, which on the move, is quiet, 
rattle-free and rather refined. 

The comfort offered by the cabin 
is extended to long-term ownership
